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Forgotten  (Empires

'N  a  library  not  long  ago,  I 
lanc^ed  at  the  list  of  hooks  which 
were  axailahlc  on  archaeological 
subjects — literature  which  would  help  me 
get  acquainted  with  the  countries  of  the 
world  which  I  have  not  been  fortunate 
enough  as  a  traveller  to  visit.  Some  of 
the  titles  which  I  read  were  Excavations 
in  the  Holy  Land,  Egyptian  Ethnology, 
Ancient  Cities  of  the  East,  and  Mysteries 
of  the  Pyramids.  But  it  was  a  particular 
group  of  books  on  that  same  list  which 
caught  my  eye — The  Conquest  of  the 
Maya,  Ancient  America,  Mystery  Cities, 
Travels  in  Yucatan,  etc.  I  was  inter- 
ested to  find  that  a  goodly  number  of  the 
recent  books  on  archaeology  have  been 
written  about  discoveries  in  Mexico  and 
Central  America. 

What  an  interesting  trip  it  would  be 
if  we  could  go  to  Mexico  and  see  its  won- 
ders. 

We  would  find  no  other  country  in  the 
world  richer  in  romance  and  history,  and 
yet  we  marvel  at  how  remote  and  un- 
known this  part  of  the  world  was  a  few 
hundred   years   ago.  In   Europe,   men 

did  not  even  dream  that  there  were  other 
lands  or  other  people  until  the  explora- 
tion of  the  15th  century.  Columbus  be- 
lieved that  he  had  sai'.ed  to  India.  He 
found  men  there — red  men — and  he  called 
them  Indians,  the  name  which  has  per- 
sisted to  this  day. 


Then  from  16th  century  history  comes 
the  story  of  the  conquest  of  Mexico  by 
the  Spaniards — a  romance  scarcely 
equalled  in  fiction.  Cortez  and  his  band 
uf  daring  Conquistadores  found  a  civili- 
zation far  in  advance  of  that  encountered 
in  other  parts  of  the  new  world.  But 
il  is  not  the  people  whom  Cortez  found 
that  we  are  most  interested  in.  It  is  the 
ancient  civilizations  who  left  records  inlv 
in  remnants  of  cities  and  palaces  of 
stone— civilizations  superior  to  that  whit^h 
Cortez  found — that  invite  our  attention. 

From  Yucatan  to  Sonora,  Mexico  is 
filled  with  monuments  in  stone  constitut- 
ing mute  evidence  of  the  rise  and  fall  of 
great  nations.  In  the  jungles  of  that 

tropical  land,  as  well  as  in  its  temperate 
mountain  valleys,  are  found  remains  of 
great  cities,  their  temples  and  their 
pyramids.  At     Cholula,     in     southern 

Mexico,  stands  the  world's  largest  known 
pyramid,  measuring  1,440  feet  square  at 
the  base  and  nearly  200  feet  in  height. 
Although  it  does  not  rise  as  far  into  the 
sky,  this  pyramid  is  much  larger  than  the 
great  pyramids  of  Cheops  in  Egypt,  and 
would  challenge  modern  construction. 

Second  in  size  in  Mexico  is  the  massive 
man-made  Pyramid  of  the  Sun  at  San 
Juan  Teotihuacan,  a  few  miles  north- 
east of  Mexico's  capital.  This  216  foot 
structure  is  composed  of  five  distinct 
pyramidal     sections     or    terraces     which 
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liarrow  as  they  ascend.  A  broken  series 
of  well-worn  steps  leads  from  the  ground 
to  the  summit  which,  centuries  ago,  v\as 
graced  by  a  beautiful  temple. 

North  and  westward  from  the  Pyramid 
of  the  Sun  lies  the  smaller  Pyramid  of 
live  Moon  constructed  entirely  of  earth 
and  volcanic  rock,  and  rising  150  feet 
above  the  ground.  The  outer  faces  of 
this  monument,  like  the  Pyramid  of  the 
Sun,  are  covered  with  masonry  and  sur- 
faced with  fine  cement  mortar.  Cement 
known  fifteen  hundred  years  ago?  Yes, 
bv  the  inhabitants  of  the  western  world  ! 

Paints  and  pigments  have  been  found 
among  the  ruins  of  Mexico  which  cannot 
be   duplicated   to-day. 

Excavations  have  revealed  that,  near 
many  dwellings,  a  system  of  tile  drains 
had  been  laid — these  ancient  houses  were 
equipped  with  a  form  of  plumbing.  In- 
deed, everything  which  has  been  found 
goes  to  prove  that  the  ancient  races  ot 
Central  America  and  Mexico  possessed  an 
advanced  culture,  exact  ideas  on  certain 
arts  and  sciences,  and  remarkable  techni- 
cal knowledge. 

Leaving  Central  Mexico  and  travelling 
eastward    into    the    jungles    of    Yucatan 
Peninsula,   a  traveller  can  visit  the  more 
recent    cities    of    the    Ma}a,    though    llu-y 
also       have       been 
deserted.       Science 
tells  us  that  all  the 
cities     in     Yucatan 
have  been  built  up 
since   the   5th   cen- 
tury.     Before    that 
time      the      Mayas 
had     prospered     in 
what   are   now   the 
states    of    Tabasco 
and    Campeche    in 
Mexico      and      in 
Guatamala,       Cen- 
tral America. 

The  outstanding 
ancient  city,  Chi- 
chen  Itza,  located 
in  the  heart  of 
Yucatan,  la}-  un- 
disturbed      in       its  ^ 

overgrowth  o  f  '^'^^^^  '^^"'"1^'^'  ^*  ^''^'  -^i; 
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vegetation  for  several  hundred  years  be- 
fore it  was  discovered  a  few  years  ago 
h\  explorers.  It  is  believed  to  have 
been  founded  in  about  530  A.D.  and  U) 
have  grown  to  be  the  largest  city  in  that 
section.  During  the  year  668  archae- 
ologist tell  us,  the  city  was  abandoned 
for  a  time,  but  the  Ma}as  continued  to 
live  in  the  surrounding  country  and 
e\entuallv  re-occupied  it,  only  to  aban- 
tlon  it  permanently  again  in  1348.  Rea- 
sons for  these  changes  have  not  been 
discovered,  but  some  believe  it  to  have 
resulted  from  wars,  from  unfavourable 
changes  in  climate,  or  from  exhaustion 
of  the  feriilit\  of  the  soil  to  a  point  where 
it   became   unprofitable   for   production. 

\'isitors  marxel  at  the  beauty  of  the 
structures  found  at  Chichen  Itza,  but 
abo\e  all  they  marvel  at  the  ingenuity  of 
the  people  who  erected  them.  The  most 
prominent  work  in  the  area  is  known  as 
1^1  Castillo,  or  Great  Temple  of  Kukul 
Can,  which  rises  as  a  pyramid  more  than 
100  feet  into  the  sky. 

Most  beautiful  of  the  groups  of  build- 
ings in  this  mystery  city  is  the  Temple 
of  the  Warriors,  which  recently  became 
the  subject  of  two  large,  beautifully 
illustrated  volumes  published  by  the 
Carnegie  Institution.

llxing    it. 

Instill  in  till'  mind  of  a  child,  or  an 
advdl  foi  that  matter,  that  an  ugly  dog 
is  something  more  than  a  cur,  a  master- 


piece of  di\  ine  art,  and  you  gi\e  him  a 
true  concept  of  aesthetic  beauty  to  the 
engendering  of  soul  value. 

He  who  understands  the  simple  per- 
spective lines  that  focus  upon  a  definite 
vanishing  point,  may,  in  each  vista  that 
greets  his  eye,  dissect  the  majesty  of 
fleeting  visions.  This  alone  is  a  powerful 
medium  for  the  appreciation  of  what  God 
manifests  in  His  wondrous  phentjmena. 
The  individual  who  muses  in  the  great 
outdoors  and  at  each  turn  absorbs  vast 
panoramas  of  ihe  dixine,  senses  well  what 
makes  life  worth   li\ing.

We  read  on  the  fly-leaf  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon ;  the  reason  for  its  coming 
forth:  "  To  shew  unto  the  remnant  of 
the  House  of  Israel  what  great  things  the 
Lord  hath  done  for  their  fathers ;  and 
that  they  may  know  the  covenants  of  the 
Lord,  that  they  are  not  cast  off  forever; 
and  also  to  the  convincing  of  the  Jew 
and  Gentile  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the 
Eternal  God,  manifesting  himself  unto 
all  nations." 

That  last  phrase  is  perhaps  the  meat 
of  the  message  and  carries  to  us  an 
understanding  of  the  great  love  that  God 
has  for  all  of  his  children,  not  only  for  a 
chosen  few  known  as  the  Chosen  people. 
The  men,  women  and  children  of  the 
Western  Hemisphere  were  just  as  dear  to 
Him  as  the  men  and  women  in  the  little 
town  of  Bethlehem,  or  in  the  great  city 
of  the  temple,  Jerusalem. 

The  fascinating  story  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon  tells  us  of  that  great  nation 
known  as  the  Jaredites,  descendants  of 
a  group  that  fled  to  the  Western  Hemi- 
sphere two  thousand  years  before  Christ, 
of  the  Mulekites  who  were  brought  out 
of  Jerusalem  by  their  princely  leader,  of 
the  followers  of  Lehi  who  became  divided 
into  the  two  great  nations,  the  Nephites 
and  the  Lamanites.  We  read  how  "  He 
raised  up  among  them  prophets  and 
wise  men  to  teach  them  the  way  of  life." 
One  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  prophets 
says:  "  The  Lord  doth  grant  unto  all 
nations,  of  their  own  nation  and  tongue, 
to  teach  His  word  in  wisdom  all  that  He 
seeth  fit  that  they  should  have.  There- 
fore, we  see  that  He  doth  counsel  in 
wisdom,  according  to  that  which  is  just 
and  true." 

Recently  in  Pietermaritzburg,  a  minis- 
ter of  one  of  the  leading  churches  in  that 
beautiful  city,  gave  a  sermon  in  which  he 
gave  a  very  scholarly  explanation  of  the 
fact  that  the  Bible  was  the  writings  of 
Moses  preserved  by  the  Jewish  nation, 
that  it  gave  to  the  world  the  wonderful 


teachings  of  the  Master  through  the  four 
Gospels,  but  that  it  centered  its  attention 
to  a  great  extent  upon  the  house  of  Judah 
known  to  the  world  as  the  Jewish  nation. 
He  then  explained  that  Judah  was  only 
one  of  the  twelve  sons  of  Jacob,  known 
as  Israel,  and  that  the  blessings  given 
by  God  to  Abraham,  "  and  in  thee  shall 
all  families  of  the  earth  be  blessed," 
were  continued  down  through  Isaac,  his 
son  and  to  Jacob,  his  grandson,  and  were 
to  be  continued  through  that  lineage. 
He  then  made  this  very  interesting 
declaration:  "  No  doubt  other  scriptures 
will  be  brought  forth  in  due  time  that  will 
tell  of  God's  dealings  with  others  of  the 
House  of  Israel,  such  as  the  House  of 
Joseph,  the  House  of  Reuben,  of  Benja- 
min, etc." 

And   why   not    ?     God   is   no   respecter 
of  persons.  Joseph  was  the  favourite 

son  of  his  father  and  became  practically 
the  salvation  of  his  father's  house  when 
he  brought  his  aging  father  and  his 
repentent  brothers  from  their  famine- 
stricken  homes  to  his  adopted  land  of 
plenty,  Egypt,  where  he  had  found  favour 
in  the  sight  of  the  Pharoah.  Jacob's 
blessings  upon  Joseph  reads  "  Joseph  is 
a  fruitful  bough,  even  a  fruitful  bough 
by  a  well ;  whose  branches  run  over  the 
wall :  The  blessings  of  thy  father  have 
prevailed  above  the  blessings  of  my 
progenitors  unto  the  utmost  bound  of  the 
everlasting  hills  :  they  shall  separate  from 
his  brethren."  The  Book  of  Mormon 

shows  how  this  prophecy  was  fulfilled 
when  the  Lord  led  certain  descendants  of 
this  same  Joseph  from  Jerusalem  to  the 
western  continent,  where  they  became  a 
great  nation.

I'R  ciyluh  •Article  of  Faith 
reads:  "We  believe  the  Bible 
to  be  the  word  of  Clod,  as 
far  as  it  is  translated  correctly.  W'c  also 
believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the 
word  of  God. 

Taken  as  a  w  htjle  the  Holy  Bible  is  a 
collection  of  sacred  and  historical  writ- 
ings, depicting,  though  incompletely,  the 
Divine  dealings  with  mankind  on  the 
Eastern  Hemisphere  from  the  creation 
down  to  about  the  close  of  the  first  cen- 
turv  after  Christ.  The  Old  Testament 
contains  a  brief  record  of  pro-Mosaic 
time,  but  is  largely  a  history  of  the 
Semitic  people,  or  Hebrews,  as  they  lived

under   the    Law   of   Moses.  The    New- 

Testament  is  distinctively  the  Scripture 
of  the  Gospel  as  contrasted  with  the  Law, 
and  is  devoted  to  the  earthly  ministry  of 
the  .Saviour  and  to  the  growth  of  His 
Church     under    apostolic    administration. 


The  compilation  as  it  now  stands  is  the 
work  of  men,  and  our  modern  transla- 
tions from  the  orig-inal  Hebrew  of  the 
Old  lestament  and  Greek  of  the  Xew 
have  been  made  by  skilled  linguists  and 
learned    theologians. 

But  the  \\isdom  of  even  the  wisest  of 
men  may  be  fault}',  and  the  understand- 
ings of  the  prudent  may  be  biased  and 
dangerously  imperfect.  The  many  revi- 
sions and  successive  versions  of  the 
Bible,  made  as  the  errors  of  earlier  rendi- 
tions became  strikingly  apparent,  testify 
to  the  unreliability  of  scholarship  in  the 
translation  of  sacred  writ.  Moreover,  it 
is  an  indisputable  fact  that  the  compila- 
tit)n  of  books  constituting  our  present 
\ersion  is  incomplete;  for  within  the 
Bible  itself  more  than  a  score  of  books, 
epistles,  or  other  writings  not  included 
are  mentioned,  and  generally  in  such  a 
way  as  to  show  that  those  lost  Scrip- 
tures are  considered  authentic  and  genu- 
ine, l^'urtliermore,  numerous  Biblical 
passages  are  tinged  with  what  scholars 
call  "  gloss  " — that  is  Avording  intended 
to  conAcy  the  private  interpretation  of  the 
I  r.Mislalor. 

The  Latter-da}  Saints  openly  proclaim 
tlieii-  reser\ation  as  to  incorrect  transla- 
lion.  We  are  in  harmon}-  with  all  able 
and  earnest  students  of  the  Scriptures  in 
accepting  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of  Ciod, 
onl}-    so    lar   as    it    is   translated   correcti}. 

But  we  hold  that  there  are  now  extant 
other  Scriptures,  of  equal  validity  with 
those  of  the  Holy  Bible,  and  in  no  sense 
in  conflict  therewith  nor  a  substitute 
tlierefor.  For  nearly  six  centuries  before 
and  about  four  centuries  after  the  birth 
of  Christ,  the  American  continent  was 
inhabited  by  a  detached  body  of  Israel- 
ites, who  developed  into  powerful  nations. 
Their  existence  was  unknown  to  the 
people  of  the  East.  Is  it  unreasonable 
to  believe  that  unto  the  western  fold 
God   sent   His   shepherds,   and   that  pro- 
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phets  olliiCKilctl   amongst   them   by   Divine 
appointment  ? 

Thai  the  liook  of  Mormo'-.  would  he 
rejected  by  many  on  tlie  specious  and 
untenable  claim  that  the}-  already  iiad  a 
Bible  and  that  there  could  be  no  otlur 
Scriptures,  the  Lord  foretold  b\  the 
mouth    of   the   prophet    Xephi  : 

And  because  m\-  words  shall  hiss  forth 
— man\'  of  the  Cientiles  shall  sa}'  ;  A 
Bible'.'  A  Bible!  We  have  got  a 
Bible,  and  there  cannot  be  any  more 
Bible. 

Know  }e  not  that  there  are  more 
nations  than  one?  Know  ye  not  that 
I,  the  Lord  your  God,  have  created 
all  men,  and  that  I  remember  those 
who  are  upon  the  isles  of  the  sea ; 
and  that  I  rule  in  the  hea\ens  above 
and  in  the  earth  beneath  ;  and  I  bring- 
iorth  m\  word  unto  tin-  children  of 
men,  \ea,  e\en  upon  ail  the  nations 
of   the   earth? 

W'lierefore  muniiur  \c,  because  that 
\e  shall  rccei\e  more  of  m\  word? 
Know  ye  not  that  the  tesliniony  o! 
two  nations  is  a  witness  unto  you 
that  I  am  (iod,  that  I  remember  one 
nation  like  unto  another?  W'here- 
fore,  I  speak  the  sanre  woi'ds  urito 
one  nation  like  unto  anothei-.  And 
when  the  two  nations  shall  lun  to- 
gether the  testimonv  of  the  two 
nations  shall   lun   togethei-  also. 

xAnd  I  do  this  that  1  iiia}  pro\-e  unto 
man\  that  I  am  the  same  yesterda}  , 
to-day,  and  forever;  and  that  I 
speak  forth  mv  words  according  to 
mine  own  pleasuie.  .And  because 
that  I  ha\e  spoken  one  word  ye  need 
not  suppose  that  I  cannot  speak 
another  ;  for  m\  work  is  not  }-et 
finished;  neither  shall  it  be  until  the 
end  of  man,  neither  from  that  time 
henceforth  and  forever. 

Wherefore,  because  that  }e  have  a 
Bible  ye  need  not  suppose  that  it 
contains  all  my  words  ;  neither  need 
)e  suppose  that  I  have  not  caused 
more  to  be  written. 


For  behold,  I  shall  speak  unto  the 
jews  and  they  shall  writi-  it  ;  and  I 
shall  also  speak  unto  thr  .\ephites 
and  the\'  shall  wiite  ii  ;  and  I  shall 
also  speak  unto  the  otiier  tribes  of 
the  house  of  Lsrael,  which  I  have 
li'd  awa\ ,  and  they  shall  write  it  ; 
and  1  shall  also  speak  unto  all 
nations  of  the  earth  and  the\  siiall 
write    it. 

An<l  it  shall  conic  to  pass  that  the  jews 
shall  haxe  the  w-ords  of  the  Xephites, 
and  the  Xephites  shall  ha\e  the 
w-ords  of  the  jews  ;  and  the  Xephites 
and  the  jews  shall  haxe  the  w-ords 
of  the  lost  tribes  of  Israel;  aiid  the 
lost  tribes  of  Israel  shall  haxe  the 
woi'ds  of  the  Xephites  and  llu'  jews. 
—2    Xephi   2(j    :   3-13. 

Thus  is  predicted  the  bringiiig  forth 
of  \et  other  .S(-riptures,  nol  ixtant  among 
knowii  nations  to-(la\,  \iz.,  the  records 
of  llie  Lost  Tribes  of  Isi-ael,  to  whom  the 
Hook  of  Mornion  indicatt'd  tlie  Resurrec- 
ted Christ  went  to  ministi'r  alter  His 
\isilatio-,i  to  the  Xephites.  In  the  jiresent 
oi-  last  dispensation  numerous  re\elatioiis 
ha\c'  heeii  gixen  b\  jt'sus  Chiisi  to  His 
modern  prophets.  Manv  of  these  are 
belore  the  world  in  the  \-olume  of  lattei- 
dav  .Scripture  known  as  the  Doctrine  and 
( "o\  enants. 

It  is  noticeable  that  we  make  no  reser- 
xalion  respecting  the  Hook  of  Mormon 
on  1  he  ground  of  iiicorrect  translation. 
To  do  so  woukl  be  to  ignore  attested 
fa<ts  as  to  the  bringing  forth  of  that 
book.  Joseph  Smith  the  prophet,  seer 
and  rexelator,  through  whoni  the  ancient 
record  lias  been  translated  into  our 
modern  tongue,  expressly  avers  that  the 
translation  was  effected  through  the  gift 
and  powi'r  of  (Iod,  and  is  in  no  sense  the 
product    of    linguistic   scholarship. 

The  Bible  in  its  original  form,  and  in 
modern  versions  so  far  as  correctly  trans- 
lated, contains  the  Word  of  God.  With- 
out it,  the  world  would  be  plunged  into 
spiritual  gloom.  Xevertherless  there  are 
other  Scriptures  already  published,  and 
vet  others  are  to  come.

From  whence  came  the  first  settlers  to 
these  continents?  How  can  we  account 
for  the  Aborig^ines  which  Columbus  and 
Cortez  found  when  discoveries  show  the 
hig-h  development  of  ci^•ilizalion  of  their 
proj^enitors?  A  syndicate  article  by 
Ivene  Bache,  wiiich  appeared  in  the  large 
newspapers  of  America  in  1921,  gives  an 
answer  to  the  first  question.  Entitled 
"  Why  Science  Now  Believes  that  the 
Mysterious  Mayas  of  Yucatan  Came  fiom 
Ancient  Babylon  After  the  Confusion  of

Thr\  recognize  that  in 
ages  past  (iod  had  a  hantl  in  the  rise  and 
fall  of  those  great  nations.  The\'  possess 
a  ri'cord  of  the  icligious  and  political 
historx  of  those  ancient  races,  a  record 
written  b\  the  hand  of  many  of  the 
actual  partii-ipants,  a  record  preserved  by 
the  power  of  (iod.  In  this  latter  day 
the  boy  Prophet  jt)sepii  Smith  was 
dii'ected  to  the  plai-e  where  that  hidden 
record  had  been  preserved  for  14  cen- 
turies, :\nd  by  the  Power  of  God  be 
translated  tiie  Reformed  Eg}ptian 
characters  on  the  ancient  plates  into  the 
Englisli  language.  This  most  interesting 
book  of  7)'2'2  pages — the  Book  of  Mor- 
mon— tells  of  three  successive  migrations 
lo  the  west(.'rn  world.  The  jaredites, 
who  look  part  in  the  first  migration, 
c-:ime  fiom  Babylon  at  the  time  of  the 
confusion    of   tongues.  The   other    two
